iHIS Table is intended to be a continuation of that which 
appeared in this Magazine, vol. ii., p. 352 et seq., for the years 
1849-50-51. In the preceding table, however, several items were 
filled in by approximation; assuming that the annual premiums 
in most Companies were about 3J per cent, on the sum assured, 
and vice versd, and that the interest on invested capital may be 
generally reckoned to be about 4 per cent., by which means the 
total income was sometimes deduced from the premiums and the 
invested capital, and in other cases the invested capital or the 
annual premiums were deduced from the items given. In the 
present table the facts only have been inserted, from published 
accounts ; but the same approximations as those above alluded to 
may be used for roughly ascertaining the items omitted. In filling 
in the assurance fund, we have endeavoured, wherever practicable 
from the accounts, to separate the share capital, as well as that 
comprised under the head of " Suspense accounts for expenses," 
since it is evident that what remains is what really shows the 
existing state of the assurance fund to meet the liabilities ; other- 
wise Mutual Companies, or those whose expenses have been all 
discharged out of the annual receipts, would be at great disadvan- 
tage when compared with Share Companies, or those in which the 
expenses still unpaid formed an item in the assets. 

It will be observed that a larger number of Companies publish 
their returns than in the former three years, but in other respects 
many of the remarks which we made at that time will apply at the 
present. There is still great want of simplicity and uniformity in 
the accounts published, which, if the particulars could be combined, 
would afford much interesting information as to the progress of 
life assurance in Great Britain from year to year. 

The following statement gives the summary of 36 Companies, 
which afford the particulars for each of the three years — comprising 
both old and new, some of the largest and most opulent, and some 
that have recently been extending the business to those classes of 
the community whese policies average but a small amount. These 
36 Companies are all those in which the returns of new business 
for the three years are complete, and probably afford a fair average 
of the whole. The policies include a few annuities for small 
amounts; and to one of the Offices a business had been trans- 
ferred in 1854, but is not included in this statement.

In 1849 the average of each policy was .£385; in 1850, £408; 
in 1851, £381. It will be seen by the above statement that the 
average has further constantly decreased, being in 1852, £351 ; in 
1853, £340 ; in 1854, £326. In many respects this is gratifying, 
as showing that the system of life assurance is extending to those 
classes by whom its benefits are most needed, and whose adoption 
of it is the most beneficial to the country. 

If these Companies can be assumed fairly to represent the 
average, the total business of life assurance has increased much 
more rapidly in the three years 1852-53-54 than in the three 
years 1849-50-51. In. 1850 the increase was 6 # 1 ^per cent, on 
1849; in 1851, 5-8 per cent, on 1850i But in 1853 the increase 
was 17*3 per cent, on 1852 ; and in 1854, 3*8 per cent, on 1853. 
In the two years 1850-51 it increased 11*25 per cent, on 1849; 
and in the two years 1853-54, nearly 21*8 per cent, on 1852— 
another gratifying fact, if the business is of as sound and beneficial 
a character as formerly. The, want of data, to which we formerly 
alluded, continues to leave this and other important questions in 
doubt, which a few simple statements, if furnished on a uniform 
plan by each Office, would elucidate, with great advantage to the 
public and the Companies themselves.
